go.” 
Corporal Fiscus has a good word 
for the brightness of the younger 
generation. 
Although 23 per cent of 
the 800 drivers tested weekly fail to 


qualify, 95 per cent of high school 
boys and girls pass the first time. 
“ They are a sm a rt lot, those young­ 
sters,” said Corporal Fiscus. 
“Not 
only do they know the answers to the 
list of 30 questions they are supposed 
to know but they are not nervous and 
have the confidence th a t makes their 
driving safer. 
Most people fail to 
pass 
because 
they

enough driving experience. 
“We turn down a lot of people be­ 
cause their lenses and headlights are 
illegal. 
A nother cause to reject them 
is because the license plates are ob­ 
scured by the bumpers or tail lights 
are not properly functioning.”

Woods Hole, Mass.— The first wire­ 
rs m essage from ship to shore a 
qu arter of a century 
ago was saved 
from failure by a relay operate", who 
substituted fo r Marconi, inventor of 
wireless, it has ju s t been revealed. 
H enry G. Haddon, m anager of the 
w ireless office here, who was an oper­ 
ato r on the nig ht of A ugust 16, 1901, 
when Marconi sent his message from 
the steam ship Lucani to President Mc­ 
Kinley in W ashington, tells the story 
in the office diary. 
“ Marconi w as sending through the 
South Shoal lightship, Siaconsett S ta ­ 
tion, and Woods Hole, 
to the W hite 
House in W ashington. 
“ This first message expressed M ar­ 
coni’s hopes for the future of w ire­ 
less transm ission, v a method of bring­ 
ing closer to g eth er all the shores of 
the 
w orld,” 
Mr. 
Haddon 
recalled. 
“P apers all over 
the 
country 
were 
eagerly aw aiting the message. 
W hat 
none of th e ir rep orts contained w as 
the fact th a t before the message w as 
completed, th e first 4crude wireless 
sending outfit broke down. 
“ W hen 
the 
break 
came 
Jack 
Mitchell, operator a t Siaconsett m es­ 
saged me, ‘Cut off W ashington for a 
minute and w e’ll finish the m essage.’ 
M looked as if the first radiogram had 
about forty words still to go.

Pennsylvania farm ers from barn fires 
caused by overheating of hay in the 
mow, were advised today by E. G. 
Lantz, of the farm machinery d epart­ 
ment of the Pennsylvania State Col­ 
lege, who has madman extended study 
of farm fires and their causes. 
W ith most of the hay in the mows 
at this tim e and with added crops of 
alfalfa hay to come, Mr. Lantz ex­ 
plained th a t 
the 
natural 
sw eating 
tem perature of hay is 
158 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This tem perature may be 
reached w ithout any danger of spon­ 
taneous combustion. Any further rise 
indicates, however, th a t a chemical 
reaction is taking place within the 
hay and th a t there is danger of a 
: uddett jum p in tem perature and fire 
if the right proportions of air and 
moisture are present. 
The tem perature of the hay gives 
the only proof th a t the hay is or is 
not 
heating. 
Odors arc given off 
during the heating, but they are like­ 
ly to go unnoticed, especialy if the 
mow has an adequate ventilating sys­ 
tem. 
i 
To be on the sam e side when in 
doubt the condition of the stored hay, 
the farm er m ust take the tem perature 
accurately at the point where the fork 
drops the hay and three or four feet 
below the surface of the mow. 
A few 
trials will soon locate the area of high­ 
est tem perature. 
For obtaining the tem perature cor­ 
rectly, a thermometer with degrees 
graduated on its stem, can be fasten 
cd w ith countersank wires in a groove 
j in the end of a pointed broomstick.
